The Stale of JIaine, 


On Thursday last, a iSill lo admit the 
State of Maine into the Union was un­ 
der discussion in the committee of the 
whole. 
The bill declares * that from 
and after tbe third day of Match next, 
the State of Maine shall be considered 
as one of the United States, and admit­ 
ted into the Union on an equal footing 
with the original Statea in all respects 
whatever 
and, ** that all tbe laws of 
the United States, not locally inapplica* 
ble aball be extended to said State, and 
have the same force and effect, aa else­ 
where in the United Sta.es.'* 
The bill, 
as introduced into the House contained 
a clauae, (which however waa stricken 
out in the course of the debate) declar­ 
ing, :hat until the next general census, 
the State of Mas>>achusetta should be 
entitled to thirteen and the State of 
Maine to seven delegatea on the floor 
of Congress. 
After a discussion of two 
or three hours, the Committee rose, re­ 
ported pi ogress, and, by a majority of 
one vote obtained leave to sit again 
On Friday, the bill was again taken 
up in committee of the whole, and, aa 
amended* waa reported to the House--. 
After sundry amendments were pio- 
posed, and rejected, the bill, with a few 
dissenting voices, was ordered to be en­ 
grossed for a third and final reading.

On a careful examfnatidn of this trial, 
we must confess that we find very little 
to surpriie us in the verdict of the jury. 
The case is truly a very ainguUr one ; 
but independently of the coofessiona of 
the Booms, the arcumstantial evidence 
was of considerable weight., That tbe 
quarrel took place, as related, there can 
be no doabt g and it ie not improbable, 
that from the long absenee of Colvin, 
the Booms were induced to believe he 
had Aud to tha woods, and died in coa- 
sequence of the wounds inflicted.'*
